THit could CO <n and on: It all 
meant that tomorrow li the effective 
(late for 117 laws enacted by the 
1H7 leilsUture— not Including le 
appropriation bUls. That number of 
laws li Just biU the total enacted. 
The 117 did not carry an emergcnc; 
. clause; hence ther take effect 00 
days after the legislature adjouma. 
The other hall carried emergency 
clauses and became effective with 
the slgDature of the governor. 

Tb» newly-effective laws cover 
everything -fion state administra- 
tion to taxation. . 

The extra one-cent per pack tax 
on cigarettes— Increased from two Do 



three cents — likely wUI not be 
passed on to consumers. Uoat to- 
bacco counters arcjiow chatitog a 
flat 30 cents a pack for sonle time— 
sufficient to absorb a three-cent 
tax. The extra cent wlU raise about 
$400,000 yearly. 

The beer tax Jumpa from five to 
10 cents a gallon and will be passed 
from wholesalers;, to consumers. A 
staaUv glsjs of beer for 10 cents 
may be the result. 'Hiat vlU add 
nearly lUO^ to the sUte coUera. 

Arrangemepts already have been 
made by the tax pommlsilon for 
licensing of pOnchboards and deal- 
ers—two per -cent on money boards; 
one pfcr cent on mercbaniUK boardi. 
This tax— absolutely .ilM^ for any 
state In the nation—^wlll raise any- 
where from 1300^ to <1 ,000,000 
yearly.

Senate Economy Axe 
Slashes Labor Fund 

WASHINGTON, May 6 (iiP)— Economy advocates rode 
firmly in the senate saddle today with a precedent-breakinj 
vof6 to slash labor department-federal security agency funds 
bobbing along behind th'em. ^ 

For the first time in more than a decade, the senate voted 
yesterday to cut deeper than the house in approving a $1,- 
676,198,0()0 appropriations measure for the two bureaus. 

The fiffure was $8,388,000 less than the lawmakers across 
the capitol had allowed and $100,000,000 below President 
.Truman's budget estinfate. 
Usually In the past the house 
has vot^d smaller sums and 
the senaite has boosted them. 
' Senator- Byid, D., Vs., who- has 
been preaoblng econooiy for years, 
told a reporter he was gratified. 
Real Economy 

"It's, the fliet time In 14 years 
that the senste'has shown any dis- 
position to cut goverom^t spend- 
ing," he declared. "I think It means 
that we are going to have some 
real economy ts this coagreu."

ings, playgrounds, armories, loans to busi- 
ness, to persons who want to start In business,

"It Is time that>lndlvlduals and groups, and 
cities and states, and businessmen rid them-

palace and often 
sat by the desk of 
the cosmic Juter. 
Mlcbelsoa 
distinguish- 
ed Washington 
Journalist in bl» 
day and, though 
he took service' 
with the merry 
band who trod on 
our anthills to 
us face about In 
frantic confusion, he remained catai 
as a hennlt on a distant hiU, chuckr 
ling at u« and a UtUe sorry for 
us and never Idolatrous. 

His memoirs were published in 
1B44 under the title "The Ohort 
Talks," a reference to the fact, or 
superstition, that he was the author 
of some of the rhetorical roeetles 
that diaitned us out of our wits 'n 
the fireside chaU. 

Only twice, to my knowledge, h»s 
reference l»en made to a mysterious 
sheaf of correspondence which those 
who have seen It might refer to as 
the Guru letten. They came Into 
privaU circulation In the presiden- 
tial campaign of IMO. when Wal- 
lace was the nominee for vice presi- 
dent. 

Carlisle Bargeron. also a Washing- 
ton reporter, mentioned the lettere 
first In a book called "Confusion on 
the Potomac," but raised no echo.

"GOP Invited lofUtlan" 

Bowles said tho RepubUcdna In- 
vited Inllatlon ' by leading the as- 
sault on price controls In the lail 
conBrcsa. OO^ "Irreapofislblllty," 
hr, sold. ha*, coat the American 
tiou'acwlfe and bualnessman (8,000,- 
0OD.O0O In the last 10 months and 
) "bill la mounting fast." 
'Unless I badly underestimate the 
Intelligence of the people," Bowles 
aald. "the Republican parly will pay 
heavily at the pOUs^lnNB lor their 
recJclMS dtsreBanaTior the, wellare 
ol Mr.' and Mra. John Q. CltUen." 
Bpeclnl Groupa Hit 
Bowles resigned as eoonomlc 
Btablllier last summer alter losing 
his light with congress lor what he 
ftrmed "eftectlve" price controla. He 
.Bald OOP leaders then and now 
wore taking their leads from the 
national Association of Monufac- 
lurers and other "special Interest' 
groups. 

He said Republican charges that 
labor Is to blame for high prices 
wouldn't hold water because "wage 
fates have risen only 9^, per cent In 
the lB.^t month while wholesale 
prlcca have risen more than 30 per 
cent." Ho said consumer prlcca were 
up 20 per cent in this same period.

PHILADELPHIA, May 6 {ff^An 
outbreak of Infant dlarrhi^ In east- 
em Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
claimed Ita 27th vlctlht todny with 
the death of a 10-day-old child. 

M*ry Ann Pleva of.^maua. Pa., 
died In Allentown. Pa., general hos- 
pital which reported five other 
children 11! of gaatro-enterltls atUl 
being treated there. 

All were described by the hospital 
as "borderline" cases and their con- 
dition was reported "only fair." 
Alltntofrn general aald the Pleva 
Infant and three other patients were 
among children sent to their homes 
last Friday' when Allentown Sacred 
Heart hospital closed Its maternity 
ward because of the outbreak. 

At Temple university hospital In 
Philadelphia 1 3 Infant sufferers 
brought from Allentown were re; 
spending to treatment and only two 
were listed as "serloua." 

Doctora have said there Is no 
known cure for gastro-enterltls. 
Believed to be cauaed by' a virus 
which has not been isolated, 
disease la regarded by physicians as 
the most serious Infection problem 
in hospital nurseries.

north^t here Just off PnclMc high- 
way 90 cm a mountain highway. 

Road blockades were creeled on 
all highways lending Into the area 
and police checked traffic routed 
north In Ihe Wlllametle valley last 
night.

L03 ANGELES (U.PJ— A Japanese 
woman' cleric acknowledged the 
atrocities committed by her coun- 
try's soldiers during the war. but 
said thai "the . uie .of the atomic 
bomb was a terrible mlstalcc." 

The woman, Tomakl Ucmui 
nrimster of the 'Presbyterian church 
in Tokyo, questioned the mornllly 
of using the bomb. She admitted, 
however, that the moases of thi 
people in Japan were "not coH' 
cerned with the philosophical con- 
sideration" In the matter. 

Japa FaUUido 

'The Japanese are fatalistic." Kho 
said, "and they are coavinced the 
war was lost because It was agahist 
natlonnl pTinclplcs, They assume 
there la no one to blamo for the 
atomic bomtj — only the war Itself." 

The Rev. Ml.ia Uemiira has been 
touring the United States ( 
lecture lour hjunsored by 
American Presbyterian church. She 
Is part of a missionary unit known 
na the cast Asia team of the Pros- 
byterlon foreign mission, and was 
the first Japanese permitted' to visit 
this country after the war when she 
arrived May 3, 1016, In Seattle.

BOSTON, May 6 m-HtOlj Bni- 
ere, president of the Bowery B*J- 
IngrBank of New York, aald today 
ihe »3ao,000,tn0,000 haUonal ^debt 
creates a "d^emma" for tlfe na- 
tion's savings banks. 

Either It must be reduced, he said, 
or there must be such a vast ex- 
pansion otfiatlonal wealth as might 
be achieved by harnessing atomic 
power.
